Attendance Better 
in Virginia Schools, 


Richmond—Schoo! pupils 
in Virginia ‘attended sehoc! 
with greater regularity during 
the year 1927-28 than at any) 
\previous time in the history 
ofthe public school. system 
of the State. There were in 
regular daily attendancg dur- 
ing the year 437,861 pupils a< 
contrasted with 429,161 -for 
the previous year—a gain of 
8,700 pupils attending ‘schoo! 
regularly each day. Th» 
significance of this gain is 
made clear when it is realized 
that there were only 4,400 
more pupils enrolled in the 
schools than during the pre- 
vious year, demonstrating 
clearly that those pupi!s who 
actually enrolled made a 
special effort to attend school 
wth regularity. The -‘ex- 
planation of this cordition. is 
in part due to.the more wide- 
spread enforcement of the! 
compulsory attendance law, 
and perhaps still more to thé: 
fact that parents are appre 
ciating, as never before, the 
necessity for taking full ad- 
vantage of educational op- 
portunities In providing | 
funds for the support of edu-! 
cation, i 
musi, be made to také care ct 


full number of pupils do rot 
attend school regularly, there 
is not only a serious «duca-/ 
tional loss, but a considerable 
financial loss. 

Attendance of school pupils 
in the counties showed a gain 
of 6,095—in the cities, 2,605-— 
which indicates that the 
regularity in attendance in 
the counties has kept pace 
with that in the cities. This 
is particulary significant in 
view of the fact that it is 
generally assumed that chil- 
dren in rural sections attend 
school with less regularity 
than in the cities. 

‘It is a matter -of interest 
that there has been unisusl 
progress made in the training 
of the teachers employed dur- 
ing the past year as con- 
trasted with the years previ-: 
ous. In the counties there! 
were 184 more thachers em- 
ployed, holding the better 
grades of certificates, than 
during the previous year, and 
in the cities 372 additional 
teachers. held ‘the © higher 
grades of certificates. It is 
hoped that the time will soon 
come when the counties will 
be able to pay sufficient, 
salaries to empluy teachers of 
superior training’ in all the 
schools,

Finding the 
Laying Pullets 


If your pullets are not trap 
nested they may still be cull- 
ed by certain external chara- 
cteristices. The principal 
characteristics are the devel- 
opment of the comb, size and 
condition of the vent, and 
amount of pigmentation in 
this section of the body. The 
Pgmentation of a bird just 
starting to lay is exactly the 
reverse of that fourdina high 
producing hen ceasing to lay. 

Examine the beak at the 
base. If the pullet is laying 
at this time, this section of 
the beak will be pale. The 
longer she has been laying 
the whiter it will be and the 
nearer the tip the white part 
will extend. The eye rings, 
ear rings, and vent will also 
begin to bleach. The degree 
of bleaching present depends 
on the number and size of 
eggs and the rapidity of lay- 
ing.—Extension News.

'ONFUSION in congress concern- 
ing plans for farm relief legisla- 

tion hus caused President-Elect Hoov- 
er to postpone his visit to Florida and 
burry to Washington, His change 
of plans was announced from the U. 8.

‘Though Mr, Hoover sald the change 
tn his {itinerary was due to pressure 
of personal affairs, and intimated he 
would not concern himself with pend- 
ing legislation before his Inauguration, 
It was taken for granted In Washing- 
ton that he felt it advisable to survey 
the farm relfef situation on the 
ground. Vice President-Elect Curtis 
and others are In favor of legistation 
in that line at this session, and on 
their suggestion Senators Fess and 
McNary cabled Mr. Hoover at Rio de 
Janciro asking his influence in support 
of thelr position. He did not reply, so 
MeNary talked with him by long-dis- 
tance telephone, telling the President 
flect that he was confident the opposi- 
tion to immediate legislation would be 
routed if Mr. Hoover would take # 
determined stand in its favor. Mr 
Hoover was noncommittal, but soon 
after decided to come to Washington 
as soon as possible. Probably Mr. 
Hoover would be glad to avold call 
ing a special session of the new con- 
gress in the spring, but influential 
groups, Including the American Farm 
Bureau federation, wish to postpone 
farm legislation, feeling that a more 
satisfactory measure can be obtaine 
from the new congress. Senators B 
and Brookhart insist on such post- 
ponement and have announced that 
they will filibuster legislation at this 
session unless Mr. Hoover definitely 
promises to call the special session for 
farm relief. A filibuster might cause 
the failure of appropriation bills, and 
this of Itself would necessitate a spe- 
clal session, Representative Dickin 
son of Iowa, leader of the farm bloc 
in the honse, and some of bis asso- 
ciates want postponement because they 
do not wish President Coolidge to ap- 
point the federal farm board that will 
administer rellef.

Towns Must Do | 
Highway Work 


Richmond—The State 
Highway Commission has 
notified 100 Virginia towns 
on its system that. mainte- 
nance and contro! of state 
highway routes within their 
corporate limits must now be 
undertaken by the towns 
rather than the commission 
as has been the custom since 
1921. 

The order, in effect now, 
;means that towns and cities 
(w.ll not only be ‘required to 
maintain and exercise traffic 
\eontrol over such portions of 
ithe state highway routes as 
are within their corporate 
jimits, but construct such 
portions of the state routes 
within the town. 

The State Highway De- 
partment, however, will pay 
the cost of such maintenance 
up to an amount equal to the 
average cost per mile that is 
spent by the state for five 
miles on either side of the 
jtown limits and a like amount 
jfor construction when ap- 
propriations are made by the 
highway commission for this 
purpose, 

The new ruling releases the 
state highway department 
‘rom any necessity to control 
traffic on stute routes within 
town limits or from undertak- 
ing any repair on such 
stretches of highway. Road 
erews working on the state! 
routes in times of heavy snow- 
fall may clear the roads up| 
to the town limits and then, 
lifting their snow ploughs, 
pass through the town and| 
begin on the other side again, 
leaving the city authorities 
the work of cleaning the road- 
ways.

ruary tacked on to the end o! 

it. At that time February 
had thirty days. Then came 
Julius Caesar in 46 B C and 
reformed the calendar, making 
the year begin January 1. 
To perpetuate his exploits, he 
renamed Quintillis, originally 
the fifth month, as its name 
implies, but at that time the 
seventh, after himself, and 
took one day trom February 
to give Juiy 31 days so it 
would be as long as any other 
month of the year. He pro- 
vided, however, that Febru- 
ary. thus left with 29 days, 
should have 30. days ever) 
fourth year. 

Later Augustus Caesar 
wanted a month named after 
him, so he selected Sextill’ss 
then the eighth month, but 
original'y the sixth, and called 
it August. To make this 
month as long as the one 
named for Julius, he took an- 
other day from February, 
leaving it only 28 days ex- 
ag) in leap years.

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Large Exports of 
Virginia Tobacco 


The unpreceendted total of 
419.459,580 pounds of leaf 
tobices, largely the pra- 
duets of North Carolina and 
Virginia, was exported 
through Hampton Roads, 
during 1928, according to a 
preliminary tabulation just 
compiected by the Norfolk 
disiriet offive of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The 
leaf agg egated a value of 
$123,048,029, the figures show. 

“[f it can be imagined that 
this tobacco could be loaded 
into ships as full cargo, 
twenty-one vessels of 10,000 
tons capacity would have 
been requived to carry this 
huge quantity to the over- 
seas markets,” HP. Van- 
Blaroom, manager of the of- 
fice. pointed out in comment- 
ing upon the figures just re- 
leased. 

The figures for 1928 show 
an increase of 120,059,335 
pounds and $18,311,373 over 
1927 exports. ‘lhe exports of 
Virginia North Carolina 
bright flue cured leaf alone 
were 95,000,C00 pounds more 
than the entire 1927 exports. 

The aggregate exports of 
leaf tobacco during 1928 from 

~the country as a wnole 
amounted 
pounds, valued at $154,466,- 
129. The Hampton Roads 
movement amounted to about 
72 per cent of the total pound- 
age and 80 per cent of tle 
total value for the entire 
country.

Senate, Still Dry, Votes to | 
Put Sharper Teeth in the 


Prohibition Law. 


HIAT the senate is still overwhelm 

Ingly “dry” was fully demonstrat- 
ed last week when the Jones bill to 
put more teeth In the prohibition act 
came to a vote, The measure w: 
passed by a vote of G5 to 18 while, in | 
the senztors’ private gallery, the re 
sult was closely observed by Rev 
Clarence T. Williams, general secre- 
tary of the Methodist board of tem 
Perance, prohibition and publle mor 
als, and Rev, Edwin C, Dinwiddie, sec 
retary of the national conference of 
83 dry organizations. Every proposed 
amendment was voted down except one 
offered by Senator Jones of Washinz 
ton, sponsor of the bill. This provides 
that: “It is the intent of congres~ 
thut the court, in Imposing senten 
hereunder, should discriminate be. 
tween cusual and slight violations and 
habitual sales of intoxicating liquor 
or attempts to commercialize viola 
Hons of the taw." 

As passed, the bill increases the 
maximum penalties for Illegal manu 
facture, sale, transportation of intox 
tating liquor to tmprisonment for five 
years of # fine of $10,000 or both. An 
Identical measure was pending in the 
house, having been favorably rvportet 
by the judiciary committee. 

Passage of the Jones bill was pre 
ceded by a debate that drew crowds 
to the senate chamber, for the leadinz 
speakers were Senators Reed of Mis 
sourl and Borah of {daho, respectively 
against and for the bill.

CURRENT EVENTS |: 


Hoover Is Inaugurated and 
Sets His Program Before 
the American People. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 


ERBERT HOOVER is now Pres!- 

dent of the United States of 
America and Calvin Coolldge is again 
@ private citizen. Despite the wishes 
ef Mr. Hoover that the inauguration 
be as stmple as possible, the committee 
in charge made the event the gayest 
of Its kind in more than a score of 
years, and the national capital was 
thronged with visitors who particl- 
pated in the three days’ entertain- 
ment. The feature included « recep- | 
tion for the governors of a large num- | 
ber of states with their staffs, an air | 
circus that enlisted army, navy and | 
civilian aircraft, the great inaugural | 
parace and a eharity ball. 

Being notified about 11:30 Monday 
morning by a committee from the sen- 
ate and house that the time for his 
inauguration was at hand, Mr. Hoover, 
with President Coolldge, escorted by 
cavalry, rode down Pennsylvania ave- 
Bue to the capitol and, in the senate 
chamber, saw Vice President Dawes 
swear In Senator Charles Curtis as 
Vice President. Mr. Curtis made a 
short address and the Presidential 
party went to the inaugural stand. 
There Mr. Hoover took the oath of office, 
administered by Chief Justice Taft of 
the Supreme court, and made his tn- 
augural address, Thereafter the Pres- 
{dential party betook themselves to 
the White House, ate luncheon and, 
from the reviewing stand tn frat of 
the executive mansion, watched the 
long Inacgural parade which took 
ebout four hours In passing and over 
which hovered a hundred alrplanes. 

Mr. and Mra. Coolfdge, following the 
precedent set by Theodore Roosevelt, 
left Washington in the afternoon for 
their home in Northampton, Mass. | 

President Hoover's address was IIs- 
tened to with enthusiasm not only br 
the vast crowd presént bat also by a 
radio audience that embraced a con. 
siderable part of the country’s pon 
lation. It set forth his view of the 
State of the nation and of {ts rela- 
tions with other nations and his con. | 
ception of the policies best destzned | 
to promote peace and improve living 
conditions, But, more important. tt 
Gixclased an eminent engineer's vision 
of a huge program of public works in 
the next four years, Involving the ex- 
penditure of billions of dollars, and/of | 
@ farm relief program that, while cost- 
ly, will, he belleves, return tremen- 
Gonsly increared profits for capital | 
and labor. Offsetting the great ex- 
Penditures suzgested. the new Prest 
Gent pointed the way te govern 
mental economies beyond even thore 
of the Coalldge adminlatration.

Mu 
uny, desertions and capture have 
greatly weakened the rebel forces 
and, although sporadic fighting will 
probably coutinue for some time, the 
present outlook is that the ggvern- 
iment will be completely successful tn 
xuppressing the oppoaition. 

The optimistic outlook of the gov 
ernment Is based largely on the im: 
proved morale of the federal army. 
Jt fis claimed that the military power 
hus been solidified by general educa 
tion within the army. ‘The soldiers 
no longer are ignorant and refuse to 
te misled by the rebel generals. 

General Calles, former president 
and now secretary of war, is in the 
field with the greatest army ever as. 
sembled in Mexico. In a series of 
rapid forward movements they have 
invaded the strongholds of the rebel 
forces and have been victorious wher:

Provisional President Fmilo Portes 
Git fn an interview said the rela’ 
of the United States and Mexico were 
excellent.

Not since Napoleon's body war | 
brought back from St. Helene in 1540 
has France witnessed a funeral of 
such surpassing pomp xs that ar 
ranged under direction of the French | 
chamber of deputies to honor the dead 
marshal. For twenty-four hours pre- | 
wlous to the funeral, which was held 
‘on the 20th, the body lay in state un- 
Ger the Arc de Triomphe, near the | 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier.

President Hoover, tinmedintels ou 
Jearning of the great marabal's death, | 
Gispatched a message to the French | 
government expressing the sorrow of 
the American people for the people of 
France over the loss of a xreat ua- 
tonal hero, Warm tribute to the mil- 
Atary gentus and fine human quulities 
ef Marshal Foch were paid by other 
high officials of the government. 

When Marshal Foch, with sure 
grasp, remarkable strategy, and rare 
power of co-ordination, was directing 
the allied effort which finally broke 
the German hosts, he was in command 
ef more men than anyone had led tn 
the history of the world, Marshal 
Foch first attracted world attention | 
at the first battle of the Marne, when | 
he sent the laconic message to his chief. 
Marshal Joffre, “My left and right | 
wings are shattered. 1 shall attack 
with my center.” He did and broke 
up the German offensive and forced | 
a retreat. | 

It was this success, with {ts imant- 
festations of bnildog determination to 
win even in defeat, that singled him 
out as the man for supreme leadership 
when vaified command of all the al- 
Hed srmies was decided upou in the 
spring of 1918. 

So It comes that almost on the 
eleventh anniversary of the greatest 
moment of his career, when to him 
Darsed command ef a military ma- 
ebine more vast than any the world 
had ever dreamed of, Foch, hero of 
the first Marne, has breathed his last. |

CURRENT EVENTS , 


Mexican Rebels Beaten and | 
Slaughtered at Reforma; 
Wisconsin Votes Wet. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD 


EXICO’S revolution, or at least a 

great portion of it, wus drowned | 
in xn ocean of blood last week, If fed 
eral statements are reliable. The reb 
el army of General Escobar, comman- 
der in thief of the movement, having 
been driven for miles by the troops of 
Zen, Juan Almazun, concentrated in 
the city of Jiminez, Chihuahua, und 
for several days fought desperately to 
hold the place, They were well ep- 
trenched and Almuzan xives them 
credit for extreme bravery. But the 
assaults of the federal Infantry, artll 
lery, cavalry and air forces were Loo 
much for them and they withdrew 
from the city to Reforinu, 12 miles 
away. General Serrato’s cavalry, 
meanwhile, was hurried to the north 
of Reforma and there destroyed all 
the bridges and culverts, and when 
Almazan's afr scouts reported that the 
rebels could retreat no further, he or- 
dered an attack in full force. Esco- 
bar and other rebel cenerals saw they 
were trapped and fled, leaving their 
tnfantry to Oght alone. These men 
took refuge bebind their troop trains 
and the battle there was described by | 
Almazan as the bloodiest in years of 
Mexican history. Neither side asked 
or gave quarter and the slaughter was 
“tremendous.” The rebel dead cov- | 
ered the battlefield, and many hun 
dreds of thelr wounded fell into the 
hands of the federals. 

The entire action, which began st 
Corralitos on March 31 and ended tu 
the smashing victory at Reforma, wus 
declared by the federal commander 
to be decisive. In his report to Gen- 
eral Calles he praised bighly the work 
of all branches of his army, and also 
pald s compliment to Escobar’s mill- 
tary abillty. In Sonora and other re. 
sions the rebets, at last accounts, were 
still currying on. The aviators in raids 
over the federal fortifications at Naco 
ereated a lot of excitement by drop. 
ping two or three bombs on the Amer- 
fea side of the international boun- 
dary, one of them injuring an ‘Amer- 
fean motion picture mao, This and 
the’ possibility of similar incidents 
gave considerable concern to the 
Btate department fn Washington, 
Mexican federal troops held at Fort 
Bliss, Texas, after their retreat across 
the border when the rebels captured 
Juarez, were ordered released by 
President Hoover at the request of 
the Mexican government.

RESIDENT HOOVER'S selection of 


Gen, Charles G. Dawes for the | 


high post of ambassador to the court 
of St. Janes was a happy one, It 
meets with the general approval of 


the people of the United States, if | 


newspaper comment fs Indicative, aud 
the government and press of England 
give assurance that Mr. Dawes will 
be enthusiastically welcomed fn Lon- 
don, In accepting the appointment 
Mr. Dawes made the stipulation that 
he be given time to conclude his work 
fn Santo Domingo, where he and 
commission are establishing a budget 
system for the government. This Job 
will be ended ‘in four or five weeks. 
‘Then he will visit his Chicago home 
and go to Washington for conferences 
with President Hoover and Secretary 
of State Stimson on policies to be fol- 
lowed, so It Is Ikely he will not as 
sume his duties in London before the 
end of June. 
Spectal gratification over Mr. Dawes’ 
. selection was expressed by the British 
government In reply to the formal in- 
quiry by the State department.

Tariff revision ts likely 
fo cause more trouble in congress than 
the farm legislation. Urged on by the 
sugar beet growers and beet sugar 
producers of the West and the cane 
sugar men of Louisiana and Texas, 
the Republicans of the lower house, it 
is expected, will make a determined 
fight for substantial increases tn the 
duties on sugar. The battle in both 
house and senate over this ts likely to 
be prolonged. The proposition to re- 
vive the tarlff on long staple’ cotton, 
which was abolished in -1021, bas 
brought from the Genéral Agricultural 
Syndicate of Egypt ap earnest plea in 
opposition.

turned and rebuilt their house 
around the relics of their founder 
It went throngh periods of great 
splendor. Not only did tie Bene 
dictines spread the Gospel to the 
furthermost corners of Europe, fot! 
only did they powerfully conttibute 
to the cause of learning in the 
peaceful quiet of their cells, but it 
ie chiefly owing to their effort 
& great part of Roman thoyght.ad 
civilization was saved for luter gen 
erations, It is they wlio preserve?

lectual and artistic life through the 
darkest centuries.

Benedict io 520 A. D. His 
history, though deeply overiald with 
legend, Is both interesting and ple- 
turesqae. He was born at Nursia 
(now Norcia) in Umbria tn 480. of;

sent to Rome to study, but the! 
vices of the capital drove him into 
solitude while he was still a youth. | 

Flees From Wickedness. } 


Young Renedict fled from the 
wickedness around him and aban- 
doned his literary studies, prefer- 





ring to be “wisely ignorant.” He 
took refuge {n # grotte neur Subla- 
cum (now Subiaco), which he did 
not leave for three years. A neigh- 
‘boring monk during this period sup- 
piled him with food let down Into; 
the cave by means of a rope. Here 
he was tempted by the evil one wha! 
took the shape of a beautiful wom- | 
‘an, but Benedict. summoning all! 
his fortitnde. stripped bimself of | 
his vestments of skins and rolled 
among_thorns and briars until the 
impure fame was extinguished. 

His fame spread until the monks 
in the vicinity chose him as their 
head, ut Bened{ct applied such se- 
vere rules that the monks soon re- 
gretted thelr offer and attempted to 
poison him, the story runs, The 
enp contsining the folson no soon- 
er was taken into Benedict's hands 
thon {t burst asunder and Benedict, 
after reproving them for their {n- 
gratitude, again retired into soll: 
tude, . 

Benedict's reputation for sainill-} 
ness atirncted ivany disciples until 
fully 12 cioisters rose round his 
solitary cave. This, however, cuused 
Jealousy among the rival orders of 
monks. Fresh attempts to poison | 
him were made, but he was again’ 
saved by divine interposition, 

The jealons rivals sent seven 
lewd girls within the precincts of 
the monastery: fo seduce Benedict's 
monks. Finally, Bened‘et decided 
to abandon the nelghbuvliood and

|_For-75-years-this-place-4 
jmiles east of Pennington 
jwas known as Tradeville 
‘and was a place where the 
citizens of yesterday met, 
‘traded horses and mules. 
It was also a sales point-and 
many droves were purchas- 
ed and taken to North 
Carolina. 

The only dry goods store 
of any note east of Jones- 
ville was at Tradeville, 
owned by Hurst&Shelburn. 
They bought and _ sold 
thousands of bushels of 
wheat that was “rafted’’ 
down Powell River to 
Chattanooga, Tenn. 

J. F. Witt later dida fine 
business at this place for 
many years before the ad- 
vent of railroads and pike 
roads, and the place chang- 
ed its name to “Witt’s 
Store.” 

Eventually the cross 
roads store was purchased 
by R. J. Wood & Sons, 
moved about one-fourth 
mile west of the old location 
and the name was changed 
from Witt’s Store to its} 
present name,‘ Woodway.” 

A postoffice known as 
Zion’s Mill, P. O. was left 
at Tradeville for fifty years/| 
and Hurst’s Store voting 
precinct was established 
and present day citizens 
sull vote at “Hurst’s Store.’ 

Woodway is at the cross- 
ing point of State road No. 
11, better known as Lone- 
some Pine Trail, and State 
road No. 10 the latter be- 
ing also known as Federal 


“jhighway Route 411, 


Within the past two or 
three years some 25 to 30 
homes have been built at 
Woodway and construction 
work of this nature is still 
in progress.

In 
order that the ‘Department 
of Agriculturemight answer 
isuch questions intelligently, 
| the rural mail carriers and 
‘postmasters are making a 
|nation-wide survey of the 
‘number of hogs and sheep 
|on farms. About June 1st 
‘cards will be placed in mail 
| boxes of approximately 12,- 
{000 farmers throughout the 
State. Each farmer who 
‘receives one of these cards 
\is urged to fill it out at once 
land put it in his mail box 
|where it can be collected 
| by his carrier, who will then 
jsend it to the Department 
| of Agriculture where similar 
cards from other farmers 
| will be assembled and stud- 
lied. 

The resu!ts of this report 
will be published about July 
1st. Virginia farmers will 
then have information u >on 
which to base their future 
plans, and will be able to 
decide more intelligently 
whether they should push 
their spring pigs forthe 
early fall market by gener- 
ous feeding~-during .. the 
summer or whether it will 
be more profitable to carry 
them through the summer 
on pasture and limitedgrain 
and'then fatten them for 
the late fall or early winter 
market on the new corn 
crop. The report will also 
show whether the fall pig 
crop will be larger than last 
year, and what the outlook 
for sheep will be. 

The information secured 
by this survey will enable 
the Department of Agri- 
culture to analyze the 
marketing situation and to 
advise farmers some months 
in advance as to the prob- 
able market supplies, de- 
mand _and price trends. 
Thousands of farmers in 
the past have been studying 
these reports and have 
found it profitab'e to base 
their breeding and market- 
ing plans on them, and by 
so doing, have tended to 
prevent overproduction. 

A report for every farm 
that receives one of these 
cards is needed in order 
that the results may be 
accurate.

Dwarf are among the best 
varieties to- plant. “ 
Mr. Stewart, harness 
maker and shoe shop, re- 
cently of St. Charles, has 
located his new shopin Ben 
Hur and in addition toshoe 
and harness work he also 
means to make brooms and 
would like to see some acre- 
age around Ben. Hur be 
planted to broom corn, 

Broom corn is much im- 
proved by modern methods 
of curing and seeding. 
Thefbest stage of cutting is 
starting into dough or 
rather in bloom. Before 
this, as soon as the shoot 
the corn 
should be broken over, this 
insures that the stalks are 
not broken at random as 
when left alone. This 
method makes the whole 
crop valuable. Cutting at 
the blossom or dough stage 
is also valuable. Curing in 
the shade is necessary. As 
soon as cut, the seed ‘are 
taken off. This makes for 
a tough sweep, whileif the 
seeds are left .on, - the 
strength from the little 
sweep goes to mature the 
seed (which is worthless) 
and the sweep becomes 
brittle. Theseeding, when 
cut, curing in the shade, 
and cutting when in dough, |, 
are three necessary opera- 
tions’ for making good 
brooms. 

In the regular broom corn 
districts (Texas, Oklahoma, 
Illinois and Colorado) there 
are 5,000 car loads of care- 
fully prepared broom’ corn 
going to market each year. 
This goes east and west, 
and manufactured into 
brooms, Although this is 
thought to be an age of 
mops and more mops, yet 
the old broom is still found 
in all homes and all build- 
ings both rural and city 
except the modern hospital}; 
where one would be sent to 
jail ninety days for using a 
broom.

'Feeding Dairy 


Cows on Pasture 
(P. M. Reaves) 


During the flush 

season the production of. 
milk is greater than at apy 
other season of the year. 
Cows produce well with 
little care and the market 
price becomes lower, so 
that there is a tendency to 
spend as little time as Pgs- 
sible with the dairy cows, 
Pasture, especially in the 
spring, isa great stimulat- 
ing factor for the produe+ 
tion of large quatitiesof milk 
but it does so at the exe 
pense of the cow’s body flesh 
if concentrates are not used 
to supplement it. 

While grass is a great 
milk maker, it has a yery 
high water content, which 
in some grasses is even 
greater than the water con- 
tent of milk. 

High producing coms 
rannot pick and diges 
enough bulk of grass to 
hold up production unless 
they draw from their 

flesh. A cow produeing 
pounds of milk daily myst 
eat at least 150 pounds of 
grass to furnish nutrients to 
maintain her body and pro- 
duce that amount of milk. 
Cows production legs than 
15 pounds of high testing 
milk, or less than 20 pounds 
of low testing milk, should 
need no grain if on a good 
pasture. If the production 
is greater, a concentrate 
mixture containing about 
16 per cent protein should 
be fed at the rate of ope 
pound to 5 or 6 pounds of 
milk.

On the slopes of a hill 
overlooking Clintwood from 
the south is an unmarked 
grave, and in it lies the re- 
maines of the first of an un- 
broken line of stalwart hill- 
mer, each named John Mul- 
lins. More than one hund- 
red years ago when the pre- 
sent site of the town was 
the haunt of the wolf and 
bear, and when there was 
no sign of habitation within 
thirty miles of the place, 
this John Millins trekked 
into the Holly Creek and 
carved out a hume. 

This John Mullins, the 
First, was a veteran of the 
Revolutionay War. He 
carried his flintlock up the 
deadly slopes of King’s 
Mountain and in that glor 
ious victory received a gre- 
vious wond. . After the war 
was over he returned to his 
home in North Carolina. 
His son, John Mullins, Jr., 
came into what is now Dic- 
kenson and found it to his 
liking. He built a cabin 
and returned to North 
Carolina rnd brought back 
with him his family, and 
his father, stirred by over- 
powering instincts of the 
nomadic pioneer, came with 
him. He died shoatly after- 
wards. 

From that.time to the 
present day there has been 
a John Mullins to take an 
active part in the things 
that conderned D‘ckenson. 
One of them fought in the 
war between the states, and 
one of them doubtless help- 
ed to strike off the county 
fity years ago.

A party of four car loads 
of citizens from Rose Hill 
and Ewing spent two days

This party of farmers and 
business men called on the 
Pet Milk Company of Mor- 
ristown, and Greeneville, 
Tenn., Kraft Company, 
Bristol, Va. They found 
“very encouraging prospects 
of the posibility of a similar 
branch plant for Lee. Their 
investigations led them to/1 
see a‘ number of farmers 
keeping cows in Hamblen 
Greene Sullivan counties, 
Tenn. They found satisfied! 
customers as patrons of 
these companies. One 
farmer of Hamblen with 
fifteen cows had a yearly 
income of $1,500. Another 
of 18 cows around $2,000. 
These cows were only a 
part of their regular busi- 
ness, they, being wheat and 
corn and hog and to some 
extent beef cattle farmers, 


The Pet Milk Company 
plant at Morristown and 
Greeneville had a total of 
2,700 customers. The 
monthly ‘check’ for last 
month totaled $75,000.

THE MAKING OF CITIZENS 


(By J. M. Moseley) 


Perhaps the greatest joy 
of teaching is in watching 
the progress of your pupils, 
noting their record in the 
higher institutions when 
they prove acredit in hon- 
or, living up to your teach- 
ings, rewarding your efforts 
by making good, and later 
by: unfolding into worthy 
citizens and taking places 
of honor in life. 

Likewise the greatest 
burden and disappointment 
to the consciencious teach- 
ers is the willful or indiffer- 
ent student that promptly 
forgets your moral teach- 
ings or falls dawn in higher 
institutions or in the great 
game of life. 

In such cases the public 
is not in a position to 
judge. The fault may rest 
with the teacher or it may 
result from the indifference 
of parents. In either case 
there may be a naturally 
imprudent and unwise in- 
herent inclination in the 
nature of the child we have 
failed to reach. 

There are so many fac- 
tors that might contribute 
to the lack of ambition, 
honor and high standard of: 
eultural life in the child 
that the  consciencious 
parent and teacher should 
not-be judged too harshly, 
at least until our parents 
conception of home train- 
ing and our standard of ed- 
ucation be greatly improv- 
ed. 

The scuccess of a school 
depends much upon the 
teacher, but the teacher 
can do but little without 
the cooperation of the par- 
ents. Neither can the 
teacher be expected to 
undo in a few months what 
has been done in years and 
perhaps generations.. One 
educator, when asked just 
when to begin with a child 
to make it a model student 
replied, ‘‘Begin with its 
grandmother.” But when 
parents and teachers coor- 
dinate their efforts with 
one aim, to make clean, 
culturatl, industrious, de- 
pendable citizens of the 
children, the greatest pos- 
siable success is assured. 

Still as teachers we need 
not expecta largeamount of 
appreciation from children 
for our efforts in their be- 
half. If we do, we are 
doomed to disappointment. 
Only those in whom true 
honor and greatness is suf- 
ficiently aroused will accept 
the wholesome teachings of 
arnest parents and sincere 
teachers and have genuine 
appreciation. But such 

‘result is worth working for, 
‘and such a one will live up

Then there will be a large 
number who seem to re- 
spond to your teachings 
and show appreciation with 
every promise of success, 
but as soon as they are out 
from under your influence 
they seem to take special 
pride in doing the very 
things they have been 
taught is wrong and neg- 
lecting the things that are 
really worth while. They 
choose to learn only in the 
severe school of experience, 
later to be ashamed of their 
mistakes and regret their 
failures. 

All that we as parents 
and teachers can do Is to 
spare no pains in the full 
and consciencious effort to 
find the best in every one 
in our charge. In this 
|noble and interesting busi- 
| ness of citizen making we 
joften meet with strange 
isurprises. We may find 
lsome of bright promise 
proving disappointing and 
junappreciative, while’ now 
jand then. will come one 
from obscure quarters and 
abject circumstances to sur- 
‘prise us with his wisdom, 
|honor, faith and ambition. 
| Fellow teachers, let us try 
to touch that vital spark in 
every one and place our 
hopesin our dilligent search 
for those rare gems which 
shall be a joy to the world 
and an honor to our sac- 
rifice for the public. Above 
all let us be sincere and 
stick to what we teach, 
ourseives examples of the 


our pupils. i 

Fellow patrons, let us 
realize that there are very 
few sorry teachers to be 
found if we will but give 
our loyal support and aid 
as weshould. Let us make 
sure that we are not to 
blane if our sons and 
daughters develop a lack 
of appreciation for the 
teacher, respect for the 
school and interest in their 
future rating as citizens. 

Boys and girls, a stranger 
cannot hear you speak 
lightly of your teacher or 
your school and form quite 
as fine opinion of you as he 
would if you spoke well of 
your teacher and showed 
an interest in your studies. 
It is grand to be wise and 
large enough to break away 
from the crowd, even 
though they jeer you, merit 
the respect of people who 
are really worth while. It 
takes a hero to do this 
sometimes, but heroes are 
the makers of history.

This worm is controlable 
and easy to apply. The 


\remedy is arsenate of lead 


applied with cubie inch of 
laundry soap per gallon to 
make the spray stick to the 
leaves. The agent has as- 
sisted many cabbage grow- 
ers to control with this 
method. Fear has been 
shown from this spray. 
There is no danger. Cab- 
bage grows from within 
out. The outer leaves are 
removed, taking the spray 
off. One would have to 
eat 80 heads of cabbage at 
one time to get enough 
spray to make them sick, it 
has been stated by those in 
authority on this subject. 
Train loads of cabbage on 
the eastern shore of Virgin- 
ia, are always treated with 
this spray. 


W. P. Ward, Pennington 
Gap; A. W. Lahningham 
and Mrs. Pendleton, Jones- 
ville are treating their 
peach orchards for the con- 
trol of the peach bore.

«thod ecsts about 1-2 to 
3-4 cent per tree, depend- 
ing on the age of the trees. 
Four year old trees are re- 
commended for treatment. 
Ifone has younger trees, 
the agent should be con- 
sulted as this méthod is 
dangerous unless under the 
direction of an experienced 
hand. 


One of the imperted va- 
rieties of Japan clover or 
lespedeza has been tried 
out on pasture lands at 
Dryden. Elbert Gilbert 
sowed about 5 acres of 
Korean Japan clover last 
spring with other clover. 
The Japan clover being 
some 16 inches high is vig- 
orous and outstanding in 
every respect for pasture. 
The soil is of a sandy na- 
ture and almost without 
lime, being in the back val- 
ley from Dryden. Yet 
this growth is very promis- 
ing asa pasture clover, hav- 
ing the quality to thrive on 
land without lime. This 
sowing was made on spring 
oats. The soil does not 
have to be inoculated for 
this clover.

Mrs. W. L. Lawton of Glenn Fall, New York, the dis- 
tinguished Chairman of the National Committee for Re- 
striction of Outdoor Advertising, who recently made a 
survey of the roads of Virginia on behalf of the Garden 
Clubs and other civic organizations in the state, has sub- 
mitted the following report: 


“Will Irfin, in a recent article 


on the Billboard Blight, declar-) 
ed that the beauty of the Unit-| 
jed States today is lke Venus 
with a rash. Few states have) 
escaped the rash, Even Virginia,/ 
whose historic name stands the/ 
world over for beauty, charm 
and historcl atmesphere, even 
Virginia has a bad case of the 
Billboarditis. 

“Western Virginia abounds in 
mountain scenery. Eastern Vir- 
ginia, while not so scenic, is full 
of loveliness and charm. All 
Virginia is rich in historic as- 
soclations—and Billboards. Es- 
pecially billboards, of every size 
hue and description. 

“Do you know that the strang- 
er who motors from Washington 
to Richmond, dowr. the main ar- 
tery leading into your state. 
passes a billboard on the aver- 
age of every 40 seconds? And 
this does not count the innum- 
erable snipes tacked on trees. 
fences and barns, nor the gas 
stations fairly lousy with signs. 
The traveler has barely time to 
shake his mind free from one 
assault when the next arrives. 
And if he comes to a cleaner 
stretch where there is not more 
then one big board to the mile 
the woods promptly take up the 
job and every tree shouts out its 
jumbled message of coffee, va- 
nila, vapo rub and eternity 
Judging from the Bible signs 
along the highways no state Is 
so religious, or should we s8y 
sacrilegious, as Virginia. 

“For nine miles before reach- 
ing Richmond a billboard ** 
thrust upon you every 20 sec- 
onds. On the road from Rich- 
mond to Petersburg it is even 
worse and the religious signs 
break forth with renewed vigor. 

“Take a trip up the famous 
Shenandoah Valley and you 
will soon learn that the greatest 
assets in Virginia are the Cav- 
erns. When you have finished 
the Valley you will wonder 
whether they are an asset or & 
curse. Formerly the battle- 
ground of the nation's armies, 
today the Valley is the battle- 
ground of the Caverns, fighting 
to see which can erect the big- 
gest and most compelling bill- 
boards, The Valley shrieks with 
Caverns. The climax is reach- 
ed when after miles of lovely 
scenery spoiled by Cavern signs, 
and others, you find a huge bill- 
board screaming ‘See God's 
Handiwork'—the very thing you 
long to see if only the billboards 
would permit it. 

“Try the Newport News Sec- 
tion. AS you approach this fam- 
ous town, on the last ten miles 
you are greeted by & billboard 
every 15 seconds. The club wo- 


ful glimpse of the water, is 
flanked by billboards greedy to 
grasp the advantage of the long- 
er vision afforded by the open 
space. 

“Run out on the Virginia 
Beach Road, over which the peo- 
ple of southern Virginia drive 
on recreation days to seek the! 
sea. What might be a restful 


is one long succession of bill-| 
boards, 13 to the mile. To reach| 
your recreation beach you must) 
drive through billboards for 15 
miles, averaging to pass one ev- 
sry 9 seconds, Juring which 
time you are forcibly educated 
as to coffee and stoves, furni- 
ture and hardware, awnings and 
wallpaper, banks, mattresses 
and paint, laundries, septic 
tanks and eternity. 

“The club women of Norfolk 
have waged a bitter fight to 
clear this road. The City Plan- 
ning Commission cooperated -nd 
40 billboards were removed from| 
city-owned property. Certain} 
local and national advertisers 
cooperated. Planters Peanuts 
and Standard Gas removed all 
signs. But the billboard com-| 
panies refused to give any co-| 
>peration. iT 

“Is it not time for the people) 
of Virginia to awake to the fact 
that the beauty and charms of 
Virginia are fast giving way to} 
ugly commercialism. An asset 
of immeasurable value, is be- 
ing sacrificed for the benefit of 
the few. 

“There is only one course to 
follow. First, make the rural 
billboard. so unpopular tbat the 


Second, secure legislation to fin- 
ish the job. 

“After all, It 1s a comparative- 
ly small .umber of advertisers 
who are spoiling the landscape 
The great majority of manufac- 
turers, local dealers and hotels 
get along very successfully with- 
out using billboards. Strange to 
say the ones who are using the 
most boards, in Virginia and 
elsewhere, are the very ones who 
profit by increased travel, gas 
companies, hotels, and the man- 
ufactirers of autos, tires and 
other accessories. 

“Get after them. Convince 
them that the Standard Oil 
Company of California is right 
when it declares that more beau- 
tiful highways will create more 
travel. Convince them that you 
are favoring the firms. which 
favor the landscape. 

“And now for the second step.

fought a successful battle to get 
rid of the snipe signs tacked ob 
fences and trees and deserve ev- 
ery credit for it.

They frankly 
state that thelr own boards are 
an addition to the landscape, or 
as they express it, using their

_ Lung Worms 
in Lee Calves 


"*> Outbreaks of lung worms in 


calves in Lee has been discover- 
ed by the county agent. One 
herd of 30 calves gathered over 
a considerable territory of one 
neighborhood, has been traced 
out to .be infected with lung 
worms. These calves were gath- 
ered in ore herd this fall. All 
of them showing to be affected, 
two having been lost from oth- 
er troubles and examined fcr 
lung’ worms, show a consider- 
able attack in each calf, The 
Jung worm trouble was found by 
the agent in a herd of 35 head 
three winters ago in Lee. This 
particular herd had been gath- 
ered from the coal mines, near 
by, and led to the conclusion 
that the lungworm was nof in 
calves over the county. How- 
ever, the present outbreak from 
calves out in the farming sec- 
tion of the county, Indicate a 
spread, and that likely a still 
greater spread of this trouble. 
The lung worm trouble ts ob- 
served by a frequent coughing 
on the part of the calf (if no 
other cause for the cough.) The 
calf will firally become unthrif- 
ty, losing flesh, and subject to 
other troubles overtaking it. 
cough, growing more frequent. 


On examination of the lungs, 


the worms are found in the 


bronchial tubes, leading into the/ 


lung tissue. Often they are in 
great numbers in these tubes. 
The worm 1s about 3 inches long. 
about the size of a horse hair, of 
a white appearance, living off 
of the membrane of the lung or 
brorchial tube surface. They 
will, in time, cause a breakdown 
of the health of the calf, and 
severe loss of animals may re- 
sult. They spread by eggs from 
the female worm being thrown 
off and re-enter from grazing or 
other methods of feeding. Not 
much is known of the exact re- 
production, and spread of this 
worm, according to Dr. I. D. Wil- 
son of the Extesion Department 
of Veterinary Surgery, Blacks- 
burg. 

Until recently, the remedy for 
this trouble was unsuccessful. 
The use of substance of a dust 
make up to be inhaled into the 
lungs or a vapor for inhaling 
was the prevailing treatment. 
Dr. Runnells and Dr, I. D. Wil- 
son of the Extension laborator- 
jes, Blacksburg, worked out a 
remedy and method of treat- 
ment that is very effective in the 
removal of this worm—ninety- 
five percent effective. The treat- 
ment consists of a kind of oll 
Solution injected right into the 
wind-pipe (or trachae) with a 
hypodermic syringe. The dose 
4s 10 ce (1 tablespoonful). The 
treatment is made up of ar. oil 
compound. 

The county agent treated the 
outbreak mentioned three win- 
ters ago effectively. The present 
outbreak is being also treated by 
him. This treatment does not 
come under veterinary work. The 
agent is not a veterinarian. li 
does come under animal hus- 
bandry, the same as treating 
sheep for stomach worms, and 
poultry husbandry same trou- 
bles. The agent is prepared to 
trace out troubles of this nature, 
if spreading in a herd of calves, 
and will appreciate reports from 
farmers, if troubles of this chaz- 
acter appears. Some of the Vir- 
ginia counties, east of us, are 
heavily infected with lung 
worms, in their cattle. It may 
go over into yearlings but calves 
are more susceptible.
